To  the  Honorable,  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland: 

In  obedience  to  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the  Stat«,  I  re- 
spectfully submit  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Fi- 
nancial Department  of  the  State  Government,  for  the  iiscal  year 
ended  30th  September,  1871  : 

RECEIPTS. 

The  total  receipts  into  the  Treasury  from  all  sources,  during  the 
fiscal  year  ended  30th  September,  1871,  amounted  to  $2,672,998.78, 
which  sum,  added  to  the  balance  in  the  Treasury  30th  September 
1870,  viz:  $492,750  17,  makes  the  entire  amount  in  the  Treasury 
for  the  fiscal  year  $3,165,748.95.  Of  this,  the  sum  of  $677,601.00 
was  raised  from  the  sale  of  stock  in  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail 
Road,  under  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  January  Session  1870,  Chap- 
ter 275;  and  the  sum  of  $94,367.06  was  derived  from  the  invest- 
ment of  the  increment  of  the  "Sinking  Fund"  in  the  Maryland  De- 
fence Loan,  under  the  Act  of  Assembh',  passed  at  January  Session 
1868,  Chapter  235;  leaving  the  ordinary  receipts  for  the  fical  year 
to  amount  to  $1,901,030.72,  being  larger  than  the  receipts  from  or- 
dinary sources  for  the  fiscal  year  1870,  by  the  sum  of  $28,088.60. 

Statement  "A,"  appended  to  this  report,  exhibits,  in  detail,  the 
sources  from  which  said  amount  has  been  derived. 
DISBURSEMENTS. 

The  total  disbursements,  during  the  fiscal  year,  amounted  to 
$2,713,502.25.     Of  this  amount,  the  sum  of  $616,238,66  was  for  the 
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redemption  of  the  State  stock  falling  due  after  18*10,  leaving  the  dis- 
bursements for  ordinary  purposes  to  be  $2,097,263.39,  being  less 
than  the  disbursements  for  ordinary  purposes,  during  the  fiscal  year 
18T0,  by  the  sum  of  $350,409.45,  and  less  than  those  for  the  same 
purposes  for  the  fiscal  year  1869,  by  the  sum  of  $197,569.24. 

The  details  appear  at  large  in  Statement  "B,"  with  the  several 
laws  making  the  appropriations. 

The  balance  in  the  Treasury,  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  1871, 
was  $452,246.90,  of  which  the  sum  of  $61,548.45  arises  from  the 
sale  of  the  stock  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company, 
and  is  applicable  only  to  the  redemption  of  the  State  debt  falling  due 
after  the  year  1870;  leaving  the  sum  of  $390,703.45  applicable  to 
the  ordinary  requirements  of  the  Treasury. 

ESTIMATES. 

The  probable  receipts  into  the  Treasury,  during  the  current  fiscal 
year  calculated  under  existing  laws,  are  estimated  in  Statement  "C" 
at  $1,923,900.00,  which  if  realized  and  added  to  $390,703.45,  the 
sum  remaining  in  the  Treasury  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  1871, 
applicable  to  ordinary  purposes,  would  make  the  total  amount  in 
the  Treasury  during  the  current  fiscal  year  so  applicable,  to  be  $2,314,- 
608.45.  Statement  "D"  exhibits  the  estimated  disbursements  du- 
ring the  same  period,  to  be  $1,957,500.00,  being  in  excess  of  proba- 
ble receipts  by  the  sum  of  $23,600.00,  and  reducing  the  estimated 
balance  in  the  Treasury  at  the  end  of  the  present  fiscal  year,  to  the 
sum-  of  $357,103.45. 

The  probable  expenses  of  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly, 
contribute  largely  to  reduce  the  estimated  balance.  The  absolute 
necessity  of  economy,  on  the  part  of  the  Legislatm-e  in  expenses 
and  appropriations,  and  of  additional  legislation  to  enforce  the  col- 
lection of  taxes,  the  payment  whereof  has  been  heretofore  evaded, 
will  be  apparent  to  every  member  of  the  General  Assembly. 

The  amount  of  revenue  due  from  various  institutions  doing  busi- 
ness  in  the    State,   the  payment  of  which   has   heretofore    been 
evaded,  for  want  of  penalties  and  forfeitures  to  enforce  it,  is  very 
laro-e,  and  will  relieve  the  Ti'easury  as  soon  as  it  is  received. 
FREE  SCHOOL  AND  SINKING  FUNDS. 

Statement  "E"  exhibits  the  condition  of  the  "Free  School"  and 
"Sinking  Funds"  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

The  receipts  on  account  of  the  "Free  School  Fund"  during  the 
fiscal  year  ended  September  30th,  1871,  were  $84,531.34,  which, 
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added  to  $6,681.28,  the  balance  remaining  to  the  credit  of  the  said 
fund  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  1810,  make  an  aggregate  of 
$91,212.62. 

The  disbursements  duringthe  same  period  amounted  to  $11, 01 7. 40, 
leaving  a  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  "Free  School  Fund,"  as  of 
30th  Sept.  1871,  of  $20,195.22,  of  which  balance  the  sum  of  $16,- 
762.14  is  to  the  credit  of  the  Indigent  Blind. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  ended  30th  September,  1871,  to  the  credit 
of  the  "Sinking  Fund,"  amounted  to  $94,287.20,  which  sum  is  in- 
vested in  pursuance  of  Chapter  235  of  1868,  in  stock  of  the  "Mary- 
land Defence  Loan,"  bearing  interest  from  1st  July,  1871. 

The  operation  of  the  Act  of  1868,  Chapter  235,  Section  4,  under 
which  the  accumulations  of  the  "Sinking  Fund"  are  invested  in  the 
"Defence  Loan,"  is  to  create  an  additional  new  debt,  to  be  held  by 
that  fund,  and  is,  in  my  judgment,  improper  to  be  continued.  I 
therefore  recommend  the  repeal  of  that  provision  of  the  Act  of  1868, 
and  the  enactment  of  a  law  authorising  all  the  accretions  of  the 
"Sinking  Fund"  hereafter  to  be  applied  to  the  purchase  of  the  ex- 
isting debt  of  the  State  at  par,  and  empowering  the  Treasurer  to 
designate  and  call  in  an  amount  of  the  overdue  debt  of  the  State 
for  that  purpose,  by  giving  notice  that  the  interest  on  the  same  will 
cease  on  a  prospective  day.  The  efPeet  of  the  circuitous  process  of 
the  State  issuing  her  own  bonds,  and  collecting  the  interest  thereon, 
and  reinvesting  the  same  in  additional  new  bonds  which  are  still  to 
be  held  by  the  Treasury  in  the  same  way,  is  to  complicate  and  mys- 
tify the  accounts  of  the  Department,  and  render  them  unintelligible 
to  the  people.  In  the  same  view,  I  recommend  the  cancellation  of 
all  the  bonds  of  the  State  now  held  by  the  "Sinking  Fund."  This 
will  diminish  the  debt  of  the  State,  to  the  same  extent  that  it  di- 
minishes her  available  assets,  and  by  that  means  lessen  the  possi- 
bility of  loss  to  the  State  from  accidents  or  inaccuracies  in  accounts. 

The  "Sinking  Fund"  would  then  be  left  to  consist  of  the  stock  of 
the  city  of  Baltimore,  standing  in  the  name  of  the  State,  amount. 
ing  to  $154,550.00,  and  the  surplus  revenue  provided  by  law  for  the 
augmentation  of  the  fund.  A  provision  of  law  compelling  a  certain 
amount  of  the  surplus  revenue  remaining  in  the  Treasury  on  a  cer- 
tain day  in  each  year,  to  be  set  apart  and  devoted  to  the  augmenta- 
tion of  the  "Sinking  Fund,"  and  applied  to  the  purchase  of  the 
bonds  of  the  State,  would  be,  in  my  judgment,  less  complicated  and 
more  beneficial  to  the  interests  of  the  State  than  the  present  ar- 
rangement. 
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"OYSTER  FUND." 

Statement  "H"  shows  the  receipts  from  licenses  and  oyster  fines, 
during  the  fiscal  year,  to  be  $53,136.96,  which,  added  to  the  balance 
standing  to  the  credit  of  the  "Oyster  Fund,"  as  of  30th  September 
IStO,  makes  the  aggregate  to  the  credit  of  the  said  fund  during  the 
fiscal  5-ear  to  be  $227,263.53. 

The  expenditures  during  the  fiscal  year  amounted  to  $23,675.29, 
leaving  a  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  "Oyster  Fund,"  as  of  30th 
September,  1871,  of  $203,588.24.  Of  the  above  expenditures,  $21,- 
357.55  was  for  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  "Oyster  Police  Force," 
and  the  balance  for  repairs,  construction  and  incidentals,  including 
the  sum  of  $261.14  for  costs  of  suit. 

The  gross  receipts  from  this  source,  during  the  fiscal  year,  were 
larger  than  those  of  1870,  but  less  than  those  of  1866  and  1869, 
while  the  net  receipts,  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  are  less  than  those 
of  1866,  by  the  sum  of  $27,100.30. 

The  oyster  interest  is  very  heavily  taxed  under  existing  laws, 
and  the  tongsmen.in  particular,  on  account  of  their  poverty,  and  the 
precarious  nature  of  their  employment,  are  entitled  to  the  leniency 
and  commiseration  of  the  General  Assembly.  I  therefore  recom- 
mend that  the  license  to  catch  oysters  with  tongs  be  discontinued. 

Under  the  existing  law,  no  provision  is  made  for  any  abatement 
in  the  cost  of  the  license  to  dredge  for  oysters  where  the  time  for 
such  dredging  has  partially  expired,  but  if  the  license  is  required 
only  for  one  month,  the  full  price  of  three  dollars  per  ton  must  be 
paid. 

I  suggest  that  provision  ought  to  be  made  for  fractional  licenses 
to  dredge  for  oysters,  and  that  all  such  licenses  be  made  to  expire 
on  the  fifteenth  day  of  May. 

I  suggest  also,  that  provision  should  be  made  to  render  licenses  to 
dredge  transferable,  as  other  licenses,  upon  sale  and  transfer  of  the 
vessel,  upon  the  purchaser  exhibiting  said  transfer  in  writing,  duly 
witnessed,  to  the  Comptroller  or  one  of  his  clerks,  and  taking  the 
oath  required  by  law,  and  having  the  same  entered  on  said  license. 
THE  STATE'S  INVESTMENTS. 

Statement  "I"  exhibits  the  productive  and  unproductive  stocks, 
composing  the  State's  investments.  Those  designated  as  produc- 
tive amount  to  $4,694,514.57,  which  added  to  the  large  amount  due  the 
State  from  Collectors  of  Taxes,  Incorporated  Institutions,  &c.,  bear- 
ing interest,  after  deducting  an  allowance  for  such  as  may  be 
uncollectable,  will  foot  up  $7,718,452.94. 
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The  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company  is  indebted  to  the 
State  of  Maryland,  for  stock  subscribed,  advances  made,  bonds  of 
the  Company,  and  interest  due,  to  the  present  time,  the  large  amount 
is  $19,330,759.^3. 

The  immense  outlay  made  by  the  State  for  this  great  work  was 
intended  (with  outlays  made  for  other  internal  improvements  for  the 
same  purpose)  for  the  development  of  the  coal  interests  of  Allegany 
county,  and  the  improvement  of  the  western  portion  of  the  State. 

The  property  of  the  whole  State  has  been  taxed,  for  upwards  of 
thirty  yeai's,  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  debt  contracted  for  the  ad- 
vances made  for  these  works.  The  people  of  the  State  have  borne 
this  taxation  with  commendable  cheerfulness,  regarding  the  devel- 
opment of  any  portion  of  the  State  as  a  matter  of  general  interest 
to  all. 

The  increase  of  wealth  in  that  portion  of  the  State,  consequent 
upon  the  completion  of  the  works,  for  which  these  heavy  expendi- 
tures have  been  made,  has  been,  as  was  expected,  immense;  and  it  is 
time,  in  my  judgment,  that  this  especial  interest  should  be  willing  to 
bear  slightly  more  of  the  burdens  of  taxation,  which  the  cost  of  the 
development  has  rendered  necessary,  and  to  that  extent  reliere 
other  portions  of  the  State,  some  of  which  have  been  laboring  for  a 
number  of  years  under  especial  embarrassments.  The  reasonable- 
ness of  legislation  to  this  end  is  so  very  apparent,  that  I  cannot  tor 
a  moment  doubt,  that  a  provision  by  which  the  peculiar  production- 
of  this  section  of  the  State,  would  be  made  to  contribute  to  some  extent 
to  recompense  the  outlay  made  for  their  development  and  promotion 
will  be  favorably  considered  by  those  particularly  interested.  It  ia 
but  just  to  the  rest  of  the  State,  all  sections  of  which  have  con- 
sented for  so  long  a  time  to  bear  the  burdens  of  taxation  necessary 
to  raise  the  funds  for  the  completion  of  the  great  works  of  internal 
improvement,  without  which,  the  production  of  coal  could  not  have 
been  made  remunerative,  and  the  immense  wealth  of  that  portion 
of  the  State  could  not  have  been  produced,  that  this  particular 
branch  of  industry  and  production  should  incidentally  bear  some- 
thing more  of  the  burdens  consequent  upon  the  expenditures  for  its 
benefit,  than  other  less  favored  productions  and  properties, 

I  cannot  but  believe  that  legislation  for  this  purpose  will  meet 
with  favor  from  all  the  people  of  the  State,  including  those  espe- 
cially interested  in  this  branch  of  industry.  I  suggest  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  the  enactment  of  a  provision  of  law  to  effect  this 
object,  and  in  addition  urge  it  upon  what  I  regard  as  the  true  theory 
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of  taxation,  that  burdens  should  be  made  to  wei^h  as  nearly  as  pos- 
sible, in  proportion  to  the  capacity  to  bear  them.  I  accordingly 
recommend  that  a  tax  of  five  cents  per  ton  be  laid  on  the  transpor. 
tation  of  all  coal  mined  in  this  State,  and  transported  from  the  mines 
for  sale,  and  that  the  same  be  paid  by  the  Companies  effecting  such 
transportation.  The  justice  and  propriety  of  this  recommendation  is  so 
very  apparent,  that  I  cannot  doubt  that  it  will  meet  a  general  ap- 
proval, and  will  be  regarded  as  a  judicious  method  of  taxation. 

The  stock  taken  and  loan  made  to  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail 
Koad  Company  by  the  State,  have  been  the  only  investments  which 
the  State  has  made  in  internal  improvements  that  have  been  decid- 
edly profitable. 

In  pursuance  of  the  Act  of  Assembly,  passed  at  December  Ses- 
sion 1832,  Chapter  175,  the  State  subscribed  the  sum  of  $500,000.00 
to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Washington  33ranch  of  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Rail  Road.  This  investment  has  paid  in  dividends  to  the 
State  up  to  the  present  time,  in  addition  to  a  stock  dividend  of 
$50,000.00,  the  sum  of  $1,367,025.00.  By  the  same  Act  a  tax  was 
established  on  the  franchise  granted  the  Company,  of  one-fifth  of 
the  gross  receipts  from  passengers  on  said  road.  This  tax  has 
been  punctually  paid  up  to  July  1st,  1868,  and  amounted  to  the  sum 
of  $3,011,048.10,  and  it  is  estimated  that  there  was  due  from  the 
Company  from  the  same  source,  on  30th  September,  1S71,  the  fur- 
ther sum  of  $490,000.00,  which,  if  added  to  the  amounts  already 
paid,  would  foot  up  the  sum  of  $3,501,04  8.10.  This  income  being 
so  important  and  valuable  to  the  State,  it  is  suggested  that  a  simi- 
lar tax  ought  to  hare  been  laid  on  the  Washington  Branch  of  the 
Baltimore  and  Potomac  Rail  Road,  which  will,  of  course,  be  a  com- 
peting line,  and,  when  in  operation,  will  detract  very  largely  from 
the  amounts  received  on  this  account  from  the  other  road.  When 
the  State  had  this  investment  in  the  Washington  Branch  of  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road,  it  seems  wonderful  that  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  should  have  granted  a  similar  franchise  to  another 
road  in  which  the  State  had  no  investment,  without  laying  a  similar 
tax  on  the  franchise  granted  the  rival  road.  I  recommend  that  the 
same  tax  be  imposed  by  an  amendment  to  the  charter  of  the  Balti- 
more and  Potomac  Road. 

The  two  roads  should  be  put  upon  equality,  without  detriment 
to  the  interests  of  the  State.  A  proposition,  I  understand,  will 
probably  be  brought  forward  to  relieve  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail 
Koad  from  this  taxation,  as  soon  as  the  Baltimore  and  Potomac  Road 
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is  ready  to  transport  passengers.  This,  though  doing  justice  be- 
tween the  roads,  would  be  an  act  of  great  injustice  to  the  property 
holders  of  the  State,  who  must  provide  for  the  deficiency  consequent 
on  the  loss  of  this  very  important  branch  of  revenue.  I  respect- 
fully urge  that  the  taxation  of  both  Companies  is  equally  as  just  to 
the  Companies  themselves,  as  the  relief  of  both,  whereas  the  loss 
to  the  Treasury'-,  by  the  latter  course,  Avill  be  seriously  felt. 

STATE  DEBT. 

The  funded  debt  of  the  State,  as  shown  by  Statement  "J,"  amounts 
in  the  aggregate  to  the  sum  of  $12,436,718.68,  on  which  the  in- 
terest is  to  be  paid.  Of  this  sum,  $5,985,444.44  is  sterling  debt,  on 
which  the  interest  is  payable  in  London  in  gold  and  silver.  The 
State  has  available  assets  in  entirely  reliable  stocks,  to  the  amount 
of  $6,553,250.90,  which  offset  an  equal  amount  of  the  funded  debt, 
leaving  $5,883,461.18,  on  which  the  interest  must  be  provided  by 
taxation.  A  large  amount  of  indebtedness  to  the  State  on  the 
part  of  various  Companies  and  Institutions,  as  well  as  from 
Collectors  of  Taxes,  and  other  Officers  whose  accounts  are  in  arrear, 
may  be  made  available  by  proper  legislation  to  reduce  the  debt 
probably  to  the  extent  of  $1,500,000.00. 

The  debt  of  the  State  has  been  reduced  during  the  fiscal  year,  by 
the  sale  and  exchange  of  the  stock  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail 
Eoad  Company,  to  the  amount  of  $1,050,013.24. 

Upon  the  assumption  that  judicious  legislation  will  result  in 
realizing  from  the  mass  of  indebtedness  to  the  State,  above  men- 
tioned, the  sum  of  at  least  one  and  a  half  millions  of  dollars,  the 
real  amount  of  debt  for  which  the  State  may  be  said  to  have  no 
reliable  offset,  would  be  $4,383,461.18.  The  amount  necessary  to 
meet  the  interest  on  this  sum,  and  gradually  to  diminish  the  princi- 
pal, can  be  raised  without  embarrassing  the  people  of  the  State,  or 
any  particular  branch  of  industry,  provided  the  taxation  can  be 
borne  b}'-  all  the  property,  wealth  and  capital  of  the  State,  in  pro- 
portion to  its  true  value  and  productiveness.  If  the  Legi,slature 
shall  succeed  in  accomplishing  this  purpose  by  wise  enactments,  the 
burdens  which  this  amount  of  debt  will  entail  on  the  aggregate  of 
wealth  in  the  State,  will  scarcely  be  sensible  to  the  people.  The 
fact  that  so  large  a  portion  of  the  productive  wealth  and  capital  of 
the  State  has  hitherto  escaped  its  due  share  of  the  burdens  of  taxa- 
tion, is  a  subject  to  which  your  attention  is  especially  invited. 
Nothing  in  ray  judgment  can  have  a  more  paralysing  effect  upon 
the  value  of  property,  and  especially  real  estate,  than  the  settled

conviction  that  all  the  burdens  of  taxation  must  be  borne  by  it,  while 
capital  invested  in  more  profitable  enterprises  is  allowed  to  escape 
taxation  altogether. 

STATE  LEVY. 

Statement  "K"  shows  the  State  Levy  for  all  purposes  for  the 
year  18tl,  to  be  $802,288.24.  Of  this,  the  amount  designated  as 
"Direct  Tax,"  and  which  the  Legislature  is  under  no  Constitutional  or 
other  special  obligation  to  continue,  is  $125,014.88.  This  tax  was 
originally  laid  for  the  purpose  of  realizing  the  amount  necessary  to  pay 
the  interest  on  the  debt  of  the  State,  contracted  for  Works  of  Inter- 
nal Inprovement,  and  has  been  reduced  from  time  to  time,  in  ratio 
and  amount,  and  if  the  legislation,  suggested  in  this  report,  be 
adopted  by  the  present  General  Assembly,  they  may  and  ought  to 
repeal  the  Direct  Tax  altogether.  I  recommend  this  course  in  the 
strongest  manner,  and  have  no  question  that  the  experience  of 
another  two  years  will  evince  the  wisdom  of  repealing  a  much 
larger  portion  of  the  general  taxation  imposed  by  existing  laws, 

I  merely  recommend  the  repeal  of  this  item,  at  this  time,  leaving 
future  reduction  to  be  governed  by  the  success  of  the  measures 
which  this  Legislature  may  adopt.  I  also  suggest  that  the  day  for 
declaring  the  Levy  in  the  several  counties  of  the  State,  be  uniform 
by  law,  and  recommend  that  the  first  Monday  of  June  be  fixed  as 
the  legal  day  for  that  purpose. 

As  the  law  now  stands,  some  of  the  counties  are  compelled  to 
make  their  Levy  before  the  end  of  the  session  of  the  Legislature, 
and  from  this  fact  discrepancies  have  occurred,  which  would  be 
guarded  against  by  fixing  a  later  day. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOL  TAX. 

Statement  "L"  shows  the  Levy,  Receipts  and  Disbursements  on 
account  of  the  Public  School  Tax,  as  authorized  by  the  Acts  pf 
Assembly  of  1865,  chap.  160,  1868,  chap.  407,  and  18V0,  chap.  311. 
The  receipts  for  the  year  ending  30  September,  18U,  on  this  ac- 
count, were  $410,065.54. 

BOUNTIES. 

Statement  "M"  shows  the  sums  paid  as  Bounties  to  Yolunteers, 
Drafted  Men,  &c.,  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  30th  September, 
1871,  and  also  a  condensed  statement  of  the  total  disbursements 
made  in  various  years  on  that  account.  The  amount  paid  for 
Bounties  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  30th  September,  1871,  was 
$71,150.00. 

The  Navy  Department  at  Washington  has  been  enabled,  during 
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the  last  twelve  months,  to  furnish  a  large  number  of  roll?  which 

had  been  applied  for  a  long  time  ago,  and  from  this   fact,  the  proof 

has  been  completed  and  the  claims  brought  to  a  close  sooner  than 

was  anticipated  at  the  time  of  my  last  Report  to  the  Governor. 

The  claims  paid  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  and  since  its  close, 

comprise  nearly  all  that  are   capable   of  proof,  and  I  congratulate 

the  Legislature   that  this  item  of   expenditure,   suggestive  of   so 

many  unpleasant  reminiscences,  is  soon  to  cease  to  appear  in  the 

accounts  of  the  Department. 

PENSIONS. 

The  amount  expended  during  the  fiscal  year,  under  this  head,  was 
$6*7,180.00,  being  a  decrease,  from  that  of  the  fiscal  year  1810,  to 
the  amount  of  $22,480.00,  and  from  that  of  1869,  to  the  amount  of 
$51,110.00.  As  I  said  in  my  last  Report,  a  number  of  those  per- 
sons intended  to  be  benefited  by  the  Pension  Act  of  1810,  chap. 
417,  are  unable  to  avail  themselves  of  its  provisions,  from  the  fact 
that  in  copying  the  law  the  names  have  been  so  misspelled  and 
varied,  that  it  is  impossible  to  prove  that  the  Legislature  intended 
to  benefit  those  who  claim  to  be  the  parties  entitled. 

If  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  continue  these  chari- 
ties, it  is  suggested  that  the  law  be  amended  and  re-enacted  so  as 
to  show  the  real  parties  intended  to  be  benefited.  And  in  any  event, 
it  is  but  fair  and  proper,  that  such  legislation  should  be  had  as  will 
secure  to  those,  really  intended  to  be  named  in  the  Act  of  1810, 
the  benefits  designed  to  be  given  them. 

I  would  also  suggest,  that  the  cumbrous  amount  of  proof,  re- 
quired by  the  Act  of  1810,  is  unnecessary,  and  entails  an  expense 
on  the  Pensioners,  besides  the  amount  of  trouble  it  gives  them, 
w^hich  detracts  largely  from  the  value  of  the  donation. 

If  the  Legislature  is  satisfied  of  the  propriety  of  granting  a  pen- 
sion to  a  particular  individual,  during  his  life,  and  enacts  a  law  for 
that  purpose,  I  think  that  the  proof  of  the  continuance  of  his  life 
is  all  that  need  be  required. 

I  am  informed  by  a  number  of  the  Pensioners,  that  it  costs  them 
at  least  one-fourth  of  the  amount  given  them,  by  the  State,  to 
defray  the  expense  of  obtaining  the  various  items  of  proof  neces- 
sary to  enable  them  to  draw  the  money. 

The  accompauying  tables,  from  1  to  13  inclusive,  show  in  detail 
the  various  receipts  into  the  Treasury,  from  all  sources  during  the 
fiscal  year.  The  receipts  from  Clerks  of  Courts,  and  other  items  in 
Table  No,  1,  amounted  to  $484,861.58,  which  is  an  increase  over 
those  of  last  year,  of  $2,186,02  upon  the  same  accounts.

The  receipts  from  Registers  of  Wills  during  the  fiscal  year,  as 
shown  by  Table  No.  2,  foot  up  the  sum  of  $t 6,462. 60,  which 
amount  is  less  than  that  arising  from  the  same  items  for  last  year 
by  the  sum  of  $26,106.90.  This  falling  off  is  in  the  items  of  Tax 
on  Collateral  Inheritance  and  Commissions  of  Executors  and  Ad- 
ministrators in  Baltimore  City,  the  returns  of  which  show  a  de- 
crease in  these  items  of  $32,753.61.  The  balance  of  the  State  shows 
a  slight  increase  in  these  items  over  last  year. 

With  very  few  exceptions,  these  officers  have  made  their  returns 
promptly,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department.  In  the  few 
cases,  whero  failures  to  comply  with  the  law  have  occurred,  the 
accounts  have  been  sent  to  the  State's  Attorneys  for  collection. 

Table  No.  3  shows  the  amount  paid  into  the  Treasury  for  Di- 
rect, Bounty,  Public  School,  Southern  Relief  and  Deaf  and  Dumb  As- 
sylum  Taxes  for  the  fiscal  year  to  be  $731,049.92,  exhibiting  an 
increase  over  last  year,  notwithstanding  the  large  diminution  of  the 
basis  of  taxation  of  $43,144.75.  This  exhibit  is  the  most  satisfac- 
tory ever  made  by  the  Collectors  of  Taxes  since  the  establish- 
ment of  this  Department,  and  it  is  due  partly  to  the  legislation  of 
1870,  making  it  a  criminal  offence  to  detain  the  money  of  the  State 
after  collection,  and  partly  from  increased  diligence  and  attention  on 
the  part  of  the  Boards  of  County  Commissioners,  in  the  selection  of 
good  and  efficient  Collectors.  Some  of  the  counties  deserve  especial 
commendation  in  this  regard.  Charles  County,  for  instance,  has  paid 
the  entire  levy  of  1870  and  that  of  1871,  with  the  exception  of  a 
small  balance  left  to  cover  insolvencies,  &c.  The  counties  of  Cal- 
vert, Anne  Arundel  and  Kent  have  settled  their  accounts  for  1870, 
while  Cecil  and  Howard  have  merely  a  trifle  left  to  cover  insolven- 
cies ;  and  Montgomery,  with  the  exception  of  one  District,  makes  a 
like  exhibit.  The  other  counties  of  the  State  show  favorablj^with 
any  former  year  in  the  records  of  this  office. 

Table  No.  4  shows  the  i-eceipts  into  the  Treasury  from  Auction 
Duties  and  Licenses  to  Auctioneers.  The  Legislation  of  the  State 
on  this  subject  is  very  obscure  and  unintelligible,  and  demands 
amendment.  The  exception  in  the  Act  of  1868,  Ch.  171,  Sec.  87, 
is  unnecessary,  and  in  fact  mischievous  in  its  effects,  and  enables 
those  Auctioneers  who  are  anxious  to  evade  the  Tax,  to  do  so  with- 
out the  possibility  of  detection  by  this  Department.  I  therefore 
recommend  that  the  section  be  repealed,  and  re-enacted  without  the 
exception. 

Table  No.  5  exhibits  the  receipts,  during  the  fiscal  year,  from 
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Dividends   and   Interest   Accounts,    amounting  in   the   whole   to 

$348,686  91. 

The  Columbia  and  Port  Deposit  Rail  Road  Company  has  received 
during  the  fiscal  year,  all  the  balance  of  the  appropriation  of  sixty 
thousand  dollars,  made  under  the  Act  of  1860,  Ch.  303,  and  the 
bonds  of  the  Company  have  been  received  by  the  Treasurer  to  the 
same  amount,  as  directed  by  the  Act  of  1868,  Ch.  346.  The  coupons 
of  this  Company  have  been  promptl}--  paid  on  presentation,  and  it  is 
believed  that  the  interest  on  the  amount  appropriated  will  be  punc- 
tually met.  The  amount  received  from  payment  of  the  coupons  of 
this  Company  is  the  first  return  from  appropriations  for  Internal 
Improvements  on  the  Eastern  Shore. 

The  Chesapeake  and  Delaware  Canal  Company  has  paid  six  per 
cent,  on  the  stock  standing  in  the  name  of  the  State,  which  by  the 
distribution  of  the  surplus  of  the  Company's  income  has  been  in- 
creased to  the  sum  of  $81,250.00. 

The  Northern  Central  Railway  Company  has  punctually  paid  the 
annuity  due  under  the  agreement  and  compromise  made  by  the 
State  with  said  Company. 

The  Susquehanna  and  Tide  Water  Canals  are  in  arrears  for  the 
interest  due  on  the  1st  day  of  July,  1811,  notwithstanding  all  the 
eiforts  of  the  Department  to  procure  a  settlement.  Under  the  ad- 
vice of  the  Attorney  General,  proceedings  against  the  Companies 
were  withheld  on  the  payment  of  the  arrears  to  the  1st  January, 
1871,  and  the  pledge  of  the  officers  of  the  Companies  that  the  same 
should  thereafter  be  punctually  met.  It  is  for  the  Legislature  to 
determine  what  steps  shall  be  taken  to  enforce  the  payment  of  the 
sums  now  due  from  these  Companies,  they  having  again  failed  to 
comply  with  the  terms  of  the  Acts  of  Assembly  of  1865,  Chapter 
196,  and  1806,  Chapter  5. 

The  Balto.  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company  has  promptly  paid  the 
dividends  on  the  Main  Stem  and  Washington  Branch,  the  former 
amounting  to  $36,716.00,  and  the  latter  to  $55,000.00,  and  the  in- 
terest on  the  sterling  and  converted  bonds  amounting  to  the  sum  of 
$100,696.41.  This  Company  is  still  in  arrear  for  the  one-fifth  receipts 
from  passengers  on  the  Washington  Branch,  no  payment  having 
been  made  on  this  account  during  the  fiscal  year.  A  suit  is  now- 
pending  to  compel  the  payment  of  the  sums  due  under  this  head  at 
the  time  of  the  institution  of  the  same. 

Table  No.  6  shows  the  amount  of  receipts  during  the  fiscal  year, 
from  tax  on  the  interest  of  State  stocks.     No  payment  of  the  tax  an 
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the  interest  on  stocks  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  due  under  Section 
101  of  Article  81  of  the  Code  of  Public  General  Laws,  for  the  year 
1871,  appears  in  said  table,  not  having  been  made  until  after  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year.  This,  together  with  the  fact,  that  during 
the  fiscal  year  1870,  two  payments  Avere  made  on  the  same  account, 
viz.,  for  1869  and  1870,  accounts  for  the  very  large  difierence  in  said 
table  from  that  of  last  year. 

A  large  amount  is  due  from  various  Corporations  having  out- 
standing bonds  bearing  interest,  under  Section  96  of  Article  81  of 
the  Code,  but  said  Section  is  entirely  insufficient,  for  want  of  a  pen- 
alty to  compel  its  observance  by  the  officers  of  the  Companies  con- 
cerned. Some  time  in  the  month  of  April  last,  I  addressed  a  circu- 
lar letter  to  all  the  Companies  of  which  I  had  information,  having 
sueh  outstanding  bonds  bearing  interest,  quoting  the  words  of  the 
Section  of  the  Code,  and  calling  the  attention  of  the  officers  thereto, 
and  requiring  the  report  due  under  said  Section  to  be  made.  In 
consequence  of  the  absence  of  a  penalty  for  non-compliance,  very 
few  of  the  officers  of  the  Companies  addressed  have  made  a  report, 
and  those  who  have  reported,  have  failed  to  pay  over  the  amount 
due. 

It  is  for  the  General  Assembly  to  provide  by  legislation,  such 
penalties  and  forfeitures  as  will  compel  the  officers  named  in  said 
Section  to  comply  with  the  terms  thereof 

INCORPORATED  INSTiTUTIONS. 

Table  !N'o.  7  exhibits  the  amounts  received  from  tax  on  the  capi- 
tal stock  of  Incorporated  Institutions.  The  trifling  amount  received 
from  this  source  is  conclusive  evidence  of  the  utter  inadequacy  of 
the  legal  provisions,  in  regard  to  the  collection  of  this  branch  of 
the  revenue.  Under  the  present  provisions  of  law,  this  Department 
is  compelled  to  depend  upon  the  information  which  it  is  able  to  ob- 
tain from  the  County  Commissioners  of  the  several  counties,  and 
Appeal  Tax  Court  of  Baltimore  city.  Instead  of  the  Comptroller 
being  clothed  with  power  to  make  the  proper  assessments,  and  to 
ascertain  by  examination  and  by  any  tests  which  might  be  availa- 
ble, the  proper  basis  of  taxation  of  these  Institutions,  he  is  compel- 
led to  rely  on  whatever  statements  he  may  be  able  to  obtain  from 
the  County  Commissioners  or  Appeal  Tax  Court. 

This  frequently  is  entirely  delusive,  even  Avhen  obtained  at  all, 
from  the  fact  that,  under  our  system,  the  County  authorities  and 
Appeal  Tax  Court  may  commute  with  Corporations  Avithin  their 
jurisdiction,    and   rate   the   basis  at  an  imaginary  or  speculative 
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amount.  In  such  cases  the  information,  to  be  obtained  by  inquiry 
of  the  county  authorities,  is  meagre  and  unsatisfactory,  and  no  cer- 
tain conclusions  can  be  attained  from  it.  Another  difficulty  arises 
from  the  fact,  that  the  county  or  city  authorities  can  only  tax  the 
shares  of  the  stock  owned  within  their  own  limits,  and  these  Insti- 
tutions ai'e  only  obliged  by  law  to  report  to  them  such  shares  as  are 
so  owned. 

The  assessment  should  be  made  by  this  Department  with  a  right 
reserved  to  the  Institutions  to  appeal  from  its  decision  to  that  of 
the  Courts  if  desired.  The  circuitous  route  now  necessary  to  gain 
the  information,  and  the  entire  incompetency  of  the  legal  provis- 
ions to  obtain  or  enforce  it,  render  it  impossible  to  calculate  on  a 
successful  collection  of  the  revenue  due  from  this  source.  If  the 
Comptroller  had  the  power  to  make  the  assessments,  and  the  officers 
of  the  Companies  or  Corporations  were  compelled  by  penalties  to 
answer  the  interrogatories,  or  exhibit  the  statements  necessary  to 
ascertain  the  facts  in  regard  to  the  value  of  the  shares  of  the  stock 
of  these  Corporations,  and  the  power  was  also  lodged  with  him  to 
increase  the  clerical  force  of  the  office,  in  case  it  is  necessary  to 
complete  the  examinations  and  make  up  the  accounts  preparatory  to 
a  proper  determination  of  the  amounts  involved,  the  revenues  of 
the  State  from  this  source  would  be  greatly  enhanced. 

Section  58  of  Article  3,  of  the  Constitution,  makes  it  the  duty  of 
the  Legislature  to  "provide  by  law  for  State  and  Municipal  Taxa- 
tion upon  the  revenues  accruing  from  business  done  in  the  State  by 
all  foreign  Corporations." 

This  provision  of  the  Constitution  is  important  in  the  highest 
degree.  No  Company  or  Institution  incorporated  by  any  other 
State  or  country  has  the  right  to  exercise  its  franchises  within 
the  limits  of  this  State,  without  her  consent  and  permission,  and 
this  consent  and  permission  constitutes  a  valuable  franchise,  for  the 
exercise  of  which,  the  Corporation  should  be  required  to  pay  an 
adequate  compensation.  Justice  to  our  own  citizens  peremptorily 
requires  that  foreign  capital  should  not  have  privileges  and  advanta- 
ges over  that  of  the  people  of  the  State,  which  is  the  case  to  an  un 
warrantable  extent  under  our  present  laws.  I  cannot  too  strongly 
urge  upon  you  the  absolute  necessity  of  complying  with  this  im- 
portant injunction  of  the  Constitution. 

The  gross  receipts  of  all  foreign  Corporations  doing  business  in 
this  State  should  be  taxed,  and  their  officers  compelled  by  law  to 
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report  the  same  under  oath  to  the   Comptroller,  in  order  that  the 
proper  accounts  thereof  may  be  manifest  in  this  office. 
STATE  TOBACCO  WAREHOUSES. 

Table  ISTo.  8  exhibits  the  receipts  and  disbursements  on  account 
of  the  State  Tobacco  Inspections  during  the  fiscal  year,  ended  30th 
September,  1871. 

The  gross  receipts  were  $110,433.16,  an  increase  over  those  of 
the  fiscal  year  1870  of  $23,692.93.  The  disbursements  during  the 
same  period,  including  $12,500.00  salaries  of  the  Inspectors,  amount 
ed  to  the  sum  of  $97,285.92,  leaving  the  net  revenue  from  this 
source  to  be  $13,147.24.  T-his  is  a  considerable  advance  over  the 
last  fiscal  year,  which,  after  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  Inspect- 
ors, exhibited  a  deficit  of  $6,699.89. 

The  Constitution  and  the  Act  of  1868,  Chapter  303,  puts  the  To- 
bacco Warehouses  and  the  accounts  of  the  Inspectors  under  the 
charge,  supervision  and  adjudication  of  the  Commissioner  of  Labor 
and  Agriculture,  but  as  this  office,  unless  continued  by  the  Legisla- 
ture, will'  expire  by  Constitutional  limitation  in  a  short  time,  some 
provision  will  be  required  to  vest  the  necessary  power  of  supervi- 
sion and  control  in  some  other  Department  of  the  Government. 

Tables  from  9  to  12,  inclusive,  exhibit  the  receipts  from  various 
items  of  revenue,  which  will  be  sufficiently  manifest  by  examina- 
tion of  the  respective  statements  and  accounts. 

FOREIGN  INSURANCE  COMPANIES. 

Table  No.  13  shows  the  receipts,  during  the  fiscal  year,  from 
licenses  to  Foreign  Insurance  Companies  to  amount  to  $33,445.68, 
which  is  slight!}^  less  than  the  receipts  from  the  same  source  during 
the  fiscal  year  1870. 

The  immense  amount  of  money  carried  out  of  this  State,  by  the 
business  of  Foreign  Insurance  Companies,  constitutes  a  heavy  drain 
upon  the  capital  of  the  State,  and  the  interest  taken  by  our  citizens 
in  the  subject,  is  getting  to  be  so  general  and  so  large  and  import- 
ant, that  legislation  providing  for  the  strictest  scrutiny  into  the 
soundness  of  the  Companies,  and  the  most  careful  supervision  of 
the  conduct  of  the  business,  is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  people.  All  the  certificates,  documents  and  statements 
necessary  to  a  proper  appreciation  of  the  condition  of  every  Foreign 
Insurance  Company,  together  with  a  copy  of  their  charter,  and  ap- 
pointment of  Agents,  should  be  filed  and  recorded  in  this  Depart- 
ment, and  the  filing  and  recording  of  any  papers  relative  to  said 
Companies  elsewhere  in  the  State  is  merely  a  work  of  supereroga- 
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tion,  and  of  no  real  use  in  attaining  the  object  to  be  arrived  at.  A 
proper  performance  of  these  duties  will  involve  the  necessity  of  an 
additional  Clerk  to  attend  strictly  and  entirely  to  this  branch  of  the 
business  of  the  office,  but  if  authority  is  given  to  the  Comptroller  to 
establish  proper  fees,  for  the  performance  of  these  duties,  as  is  done 
in  other  States,  it  will  be  no  additional  burden  to  the  Treasury,  but 
will  probably,  after  payment  of  expenses,  become  a  source  of  revor 
nue.  At  the  same  time  the  services  of  this  additional  Clerk,  to  attend 
carefully  to  the  details  and  workings  of  the  system  of  Insurance,  by 
both  Foreign  and  Domestic  Companies,  and  to  look  after  and  pre- 
vent evasions  of  the  laws,  would  add  immensely  to  the  revenue 
from  this  source  and,  what  is  more  important,  be  a  reliable  safeguard 
to  the  insured. 

An  Act  should  be  passed  providing  the  proper  regulations  to 
carry  these  views  into  effect. 

This  subject  was  pressed  upon  the  last  Legislature  by  the  Report 
of  the  Comptroller,  but  although  the  General  Assembly  considered 
the  subject  to  some  extent,  they  failed  to  pass  the  laws  necessary 
to  systematize  the  business. 

It  should  be  the  object  of  the  Legislature,  as  much  as  possible,  to 
encourage  the  formation  of  Domestic  Companies,  so  that  capital  of 
this  State  may  be  advantageously  employed  in  this  very  lucrative 
business,  and  the  drain  on  the  resources  of  the  people,  consequent 
on  the  abstraction  of  so  large  sums  of  money  from  her  limits,  pre- 
vented. 

A  synopsis  of  the  returns  of  the  Domestic  Insurance  Companies 
of  this  State,  made  under  Chapter  257,  of  1870,  is  appended  to  this 
Report,  and  exhibits  the  financial  condition  of  the  Companies  as  far 
as  is  in  the  power  of  the  Department  to  do  so. 

Table  No.  14  shows  the  amount  of  taxes,  for  the  year  1871,  due 
from  Collectors  of  State  Taxes  in  the  several  counties  and  the  city 
of  Baltimore,  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  to  be  $534,247.79. 

Table  No.  15  shows  a  list  of  balances  due  the  State  from  Col 
lectors  for  various  j^ears,  ranging  from  1843  to  1870  inclusive, 
amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  $645,970.78,  exclusive  of  interest. 

Table  No.  16  exhibits  a  list  of  balances  due  from  Sheriffs  of  the 
counties  and  city  of  Baltimore,  for  a  long  series  of  years,  amount- 
ing to  $50,018.55.  A  number  of  these  old  claims  are  worthless  and 
irrecoverable,  and  might  as  well  be  stricken  off  the  books  of  the 
oflBce. 
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Table  No,  It  exhibits  the  balances  due  by  Clerks  of  Courts, 
Registers  of  Wills,  Notaries  Public,  Inspectors,  &c.,  as  of  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year.  The  amount  now  due  from  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Rail  Road  Company,  for  one-fifth  receipts  from  passengers,  is 
estimated  to  be  $490,000.00. 

This  Table  also  shows  the  amount  which  will  be  owing  by  the 
Susquehanna  and  Tide-Water  Canal  Companies,  if  a  foreclosure  is 
made  necessary  by  failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Acts 
of  1865  and  18G6,  to  be  $919,317.92. 

Table  No.  18  shows  an  amount  due  the  State  for  taxes  by  various 
Incorporated  Institutions,  including  sundry  National  Banks,  amount- 
ing to  the  sum  of  $192,981.55.  These  accounts  are  made  up  from 
tJie  best  data  at  the  command  of  the  Department.  Some  of  thesi 
Institutions  are  indebted  to  the  State,  in  all  probability,  in  larger 
amounts  than  the  accounts  show;  but  from  the  defective  means  of 
arriving  at  the  true  assessment,  this  office  is  unable  to  make  such  a 
statement  as  will  do  justice  to  the  State,  and  be  beyond  cavil  and 
objection. 

Until  the  financial  officers  of  these  Institutions  are  compelled  by 
law  to  report  directly  to  the  Comptroller,  and  to  give  such  informa- 
tion as  may  be  desirable,  from  the  books  of  the  Corporations,  no 
adequate  means  of  true  assessment  will  be  attainable. 

The  same  remarks  will  apply  even  in  a  stronger  degree  to  those 
Institutions  named  in  Table  No.  19 — the  Department  having  never 
been  able  to  obtain  from  the  county  or  city  authorities  the  data 
necessary  to  even  an  approximation  of  the  amount  due. 

Statements  A,  B,  C,  D  and  E,  Part  II.  of  the  Appendix  of  this 
Report,  contain  a  synopsis  of  the  returns  of  fees  and  emoluments 
of  the  various  officers  therein  reported. 

The  amount  received  from  excess  of  fees  of  office,  during  the  fis- 
cal year  ended  30th  September  last,  was  $17,540.81. 

NATIONAL  BANKS. 
The  large  amount  in  arrears  by  these  Institutions  to  the  State  for 
taxes  is  a  subject  which  peremptorily  demands  the  attention  of  the 
Legislature. 

The  Act  of  1867,  Chapter  341,  Section  2,  enacts,  that  "all  judg- 
ments, notes  and  other  securities  belonging  to  any  Bank  or  other 
Incorporated  Institutions,  the  capital  stock  shares  whereof  are  sub- 
ject to  assessment  and  taxation,"  shall  be  exempted,  &c.     This  and 
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similar  provisions,  scattered  through  our  Revenue  Laws,  has  limited 
the  taxation  upon  the  National    Banks  to  the   shares  of  their  capi- 

( tal  stock. 

I  This  method  of  taxing  these  Institutions  gives  them  an  immense 
advantage  over  individuals,  from  the  fact  that  the  loans  and  dis- 
counts, and  other  available  assets  of  these  Institutions,  as  a  general 
rule,  amount  to  about  three  times  the  amount  of  the  shares  of  their 
capital  stock,  at  its  nominal  value.  In  the  hands  of  individuals,  the 
whole  amount  of  these  securities  (except  mortgages)  would  be  liable 
to  taxation,  while  the  National  Banks,  although  favored  by  the  Fed- 
eral Government  with  privileges  not  attainable  by  individuals  gen- 
erally, or  by  other  Corporations,  are  to  this  extent  also  favored  by 
State  legislation.  The  capital  stock  shares  of  the  several  National 
Banks  in  this  State  in  18*10,  as  appears  by  the  Report  of  the  Comp- 
troller of  the  Currency,  amounted  in  the  aggregate  to  the  sum  of 
$13,240,202.50,  while,  by  the  same  Report,  it  appears  that  the 
loans  and  discounts  of  said  Banks,  at  the  same  time,  amounted  to 
$20, 132,07 6.Y8,  and  with  the  addition  of  other  available  assets, 
amounted  to  the  large  sum  of  |27,1t9,531.0'7. 

When  the  large  advantages  which  these  Institutions  have  over 
individuals  is  considered,  it  seems  very  unreasonable  that  they 
should  be  backward  in  paying  into  the  Treasury  the  small  amounts 
which  the  General  Assembl}^  have  thought  proper  to  tax  them;  but 
experience  has  shown  that  a  large  number  of  them  have  taken  ad- 
vantage of  the  want  of  penalties  and  forfeitures  for  non-payment, 
to  omit  the  payment  of  their  taxes  altogether. 

In  consequence  of  the  exemption  above  spoken  of,  and  other  ex- 
emptions which  the  nature  and  plan  of  taxation  adopted  for  these 
Institutions  render  available  to  that  end,  the  visible  property  of 
these  Institutions  cannot  be  levied  upon  or  distrained  for  their  taxes 
in  arrear,  and  no  adequate  penalties  or  forfeitures  being  provided  by 
law  to  compel  payment,  the  same  has  from  time  to  time  been  suc- 
cessfully evaded. 

In  addition  to  other  amendments  of  the  Revenue  Laws,  I  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  such  laws  as  will  provide  penalties  and  for- 
feitures against  the  Institutions,  and  their  financial  or  other  proper 
officers,  which  will  compel  the  payment  of  the  taxes  in  arrear,  and 
ensure  promptness  in  their  settlement  hereafter;  an  Act  providing 
for  these  alterations  and  amendments  will  be  proposed  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  by  this  Department. 
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OVERDUE  STATE  BONDS. 

The  Act  of  1870,  Chapter  2t5,  aiithorised  the  Treasurer  to  "issue 
new  bonds  or  certificates  of  debt,  countersigned  bj  the  Comptroller, 
of  like  amount,  and  bearing  the  same  rate  of  interest  as  the  bonds 
for  which  they  may  be  respectively  substituted,  with  coupons  for 
the  semi-annual  interest  thereon,  and  redeemable  in  not  less  than 
ten  nor  more  than  fifteen  years;  which  said  new  bonds  shall  be 
numbered  and  lettered  to  correspond  with  the  bonds  for  which  they 
are  substituted,"  &c. 

Under  this  provision  overdue  bonds  and  certificates,  to  the  amount 
of  $476,000.00,  falling  due  after  1870,  have  been,  during  the  fiscal  year, 
exchanged  for  corresponding  new  bonds  and  certificates  bearing  in- 
terest at  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  payable  after  the  year  1885. 

The  same  Act  authorised  the  Comptroller  and  Treasurer,  with 
the  approbation  of  the  Governor,  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Six  Per  Cent.  Stock,  amounting  to  $154,5-50.00,  belonging 
to  the  State,  the  State's  stock  in  the  Farmers'  National  Bank 
of  Annapolis,  amounting  to  $46,470.00,  and  the  State's  common 
stock  in  the  main  stem  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Eoad  Com- 
pany, amounting  to  $500,000.00,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  for  the  pui'pose  of  paying  and  cancelling  so  many  of  the 
said  bonds  of  this  State  already  due,  and  to  become  due  in  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy,  as  the  holders  thereof  may  recjuire  to 
be  paid,  and  who  may  refuse  to  accept  new  and  substituted  bonds 
therefor,  &c. 

The  stock  held  by  the  State  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  being  already 
applied  to  the  Siiikiag,  Fund,"  and  b3lo:igiug  to  that  fand,  was  of 
course  unavailable  for  the  purpose  indicated  in  the  Act.  The  Comp. 
troller  and  Treasurer  advertised  the  stock  of  the  State  in  the  Farm- 
ers' National  Bank  of  Annapolis  for  sale,  but  the  bids  not  being  high 
enough  to  indicate  an  advantageous  sale,  none  were  accepted. 

A  demand  being  made  for  the  payment  of  a  large  amount  of  the 
overdue  bonds,  a  proposition  was  received  to  sell  a  portion  of  the 
common  stock  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  held  by  the 
State,  (the  dividend  being  near  maturity,)  at  $140.00  per  share  of 
$100.00;  which  was  accepted,  and  a  sale  of  the  balance  of  the  stock 
was  subsequently  effected  at  the  same  rate,  deducting  the  dividend 
which  had  been  already  paid,  and  the  proceeds  of  said  sales  have 
been  applied  to  the  payment  of  such  of  the  bonds  and  certificates  of 
indebtedness  of  the  State  as  became  due  after  the  year  1870,  and 
payment  of  which  was  demanded,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  SGIG,- 
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057.55,  and  leaving-,  afterpayment  of  commissions,  $61,543.45  in  the 
Trea.suiy  still  liable  to  that  purpose.  The  sale  of  this  latter  stock 
was  ordered  by  the  Legislature,  contrary  to  the  judgment  and  ad- 
vice of  the  Comptroller,  and,  although  bringing  a  price  apparently 
advantageous  to  the  State,  I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that  it  would 
have  been  better  for  the  State  to  have  taken  up  the  old  loan,  by  the 
sale  of  a  corresponding  amount  of  the  new  issue,  and  to  have  re- 
tained the  stock  until  future  developments  should  have  manifested 
its  true  value.  Xo  appropriation  having  been  made  for  defraying 
the  expense  of  engraving  and  printing  the  new  bonds  authorised 
under  the  Act  of  18T0,  Chapter  2Y5,  I  caused  the  same  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  contingent  fund  of  the  Comptroller's  office. 
ilARYLAND  PENITENTIARY. 

The  large  amount  expended  under  the  appropriations  for  the  sup- 
port  of  this  Institution,  suggests  the  propriety  of  considering  if  some 
amendment  cannot  be  made  to  the  system  which  Avill  be  advanta- 
geous to  the  State.  It  is  doubted  that  the  labor  of  so  large  a  num- 
ber of  persons  sentenced  to  confinement  for  short  terms,  and  congre- 
gated in  one  place,  can  be  successfully  turned  to  proper  account. 
Most  of  the  convicts  are  incapable  of  anything  more  than  ordinary 
unskilled  labor,  and  it  is  suggested  that  this  could  be  turned  to  bet- 
ter account  in  the  counties  where  the  convictions  take  place. 

Instead  of  confinement  in  the  Penitentiary,  the  punishment  for 
lai'ceny  and  like  oflences  might  be  changed  to  confinement  at  labor 
in  the  county  where  the  oft'ence  is  committed.  Whether  this  labor 
could  be  best  employed  on  public  account,  in  improving  the  Public 
Roads  of  the  counties,  (than  which,  in  many  of  the  counties,  noth- 
ing is  more  absolutely  needed  for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of 
the  inhabitants,)  or  by  contract  with  individuals,  giving  bond,  to 
employ  the  labor  according  to  the  sentence  of  the  Court,  and  paying 
a  stipulated  price  to  the  State  for  the  labor  contracted  for,  is  a  ques- 
tion which  may  well  be  considered.  The  labor  of  these  convicts 
ought  to  be  utilized  in  some  way,  and  it  is  suggested  that  it  can  be 
emploved  on  the  Public  Roads  with  more  advantage  than  in  any 
other  way.  ' 

At  the  same  time  confinement  to  labor  on  the  Puljlic  Roads  in 
the  county  where  the  offence  is  committed,  will  be  much  more 
effective  as  a  punishment,  and  as  a  terror  to  the  commission  of 
crime,  than  confinement  in  the  Penitentiary. 
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CHESAPEAKE  AND  OHIO  CANAL. 
Notwithstanding  the  misfortunes  to  wliich  this  great  work  ha? 
been  so  frequently  liable,  it  is  confidently  believed  that,  under  prop- 
er management,  it  will  yet  be  a  source  of  decided  income  to  the 
Treasury  of  the  State,  as  it  has  been  of  immense  value  already  to 
the  people  of  the  Western  counties. 

By  the  completion  of  Dam  jSTo.  5,  and  the  Shriver  Basin,  in  1869 
and  1870,  the  Canal  was  raised  to  a  state  of  successful  operation, 
and  its  revenues  became  applicable  to  a  reduction  of  the  indebted- 
ness of  the  Company,  after  payment  of  the  expenses  of  supervision 
and  management  of  the  woi'k. 

The  gross  receipts  of  the  Canal  for  the  year  ending  .31  st  Decern 
ber  1869,  as  appear  by  the  Eeport  of  the  President,  made  1st 
June  18t0,  were  $388,694.10,  and  for  the  year  ending  81st  Decem- 
ber 1870,  were  $357,349  52,  as  appears  by  Report  of  the  President, 
made  1st  June  1871. 

The  receipts  over  expenditures,  for  the  year  ending  31st  December 
1869,  were  $125,523.94,  and  those,  for  the  year  ending  31st  Decern 
ber  1870,  were  $108,600.33,  as  appear  by  the  said  several  statements. 
It  is,  therefore,  fair  to  conclude,  that  from  one  hundred \and  ten  to 
one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  may  be  relied  upon,  for  re- 
ceipts over  expenditures,  applicable  to  the  liquidation  of  the  indebt- 
edness for  which  the  State  has  postponed  her  lien,  and  afterwards 
to  increase  the  revenues  of  the  Treasury.  It  is  beheved  that  im- 
provements in  the  navigation  may  perhaps  increase  the  capacity 
of  the  Canal,  and  prudent  management  lessen  the  expenses,  so  that 
payment  of  the  preferred  indebtedness  may  be  accomphshed  in  a 
shorter  time  than  has  heretofore  been  anticipated,  and  the  amount 
then  available  to  the  Treasury  be  con-espondingly  increased.  This 
desideratum  is  mainly  to  be  accomplished  by  the  zeal,  activity  and 
intelligence  of  the  officers  of  the  Company. 

The  revenues  of  the  Canal  for  the  year  ending  31st  instant,  are 
not  now  even  approximately  within  my  reach,  but  are  known  to 
have  increased  very  largely  over  former  years. 

REVENUE  AND  TAXATION. 
The  equalization  of  taxation,  so  that  its  burdens  raay  rest  on  all  the 
property,  capital,  and  business  of  the  State,  in   proportion   to  its  true 
value  and  productiveness,  is  the   great   desideratum  to  be  obtained  by 
the  General  Assembly,  in  perfecticg  the  legislation  on  this  subject. 
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The  taxes  necessary  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  remainder  of  the 
public  debt,  for  which  no  offset  is  available,  -would  be  a  trifling  matter 
if  so  distributed  as  to  be  borne  by  all  the  wealth,  capital  and  property 
of  the  State.  This  debt  having  been  contracted  almost  exclusively  for 
assistance  to  internal  improvement  Companies,  it  is  right  and  proper 
that  these  Companies  should  contribute  largely  to  the  taxes  necessary 
for  the  payment  of  the  interest  and  principal  so  incurred  for  their 
benefit.  The  justice  and  fairness  of  this  proposition  will  hardly  be 
openly  controverted.  As  I  have  heretofore  said,  the  property  interests 
generally,  have  cheerfully  borne  the  burdens  of  taxation  for  this  pur- 
pose, for  a  great  number  of  years,  until  the  success  of  many  of  these 
enterprises  has  been  established,  and  they  have  become  wealthy  and 
powerful  corporations.  Other  interests,  the  agricultural  particularly, 
have,  from  various  untoward  events,  been  impoverished  and  reduced, 
and  it  seems  fair  and  just  that,  as  far  as  practicable,  relief  should  now 
be  afforded  by  the  great  institutions,  for  the  advancement  of  which 
taxation  has  been  so  long  borne.  A  safe  conclusion,  as  to  what  partic- 
ular method  of  taxation  will  most  effectually  and  equitably  reach  these 
companies,  is  attainable  only  by  study  and  reflection. 

After  much  attention  to  the  Revenue  Laws  of  other  States,  and 
deliberation  over  the  different  methods  of  taxation,  I  am  induced  to 
believe  that  the  proper  basis  of  taxation  of  Rail  Road  and  Canal  Com- 
panies, and  of  all  other  Corporations  other  than  Banks  and  purely 
monetary  institutions,  (for  State  purposes,)  should  be  their  gross 
receipts.  These  are  capable  of  exact  af5certainment  and  absolute  cer- 
tainty, and  are  not  liable  to  evasion,  and  nothing  but  fraud  or  perjury 
can  render  them  intentionally  uncertain  or  unintelligible. 

Apart  from  the  fact  that  provisions,  for  the  exemptions  of  the 
capital  stock  and  property  of  our  principal  railroads  from  taxation,  are 
contained  in  their  charters,  and  questions  as  to  the  right  and  power  of 
a  subsequent  Legislature  to  repeal  those  exemptions,  may  possibly 
arise  and  produce  delay  and  litigation;  it  is  clear  to  me,  that 
neither  the  capital  stock  por  the  property  of  railroads  or  canals  is  the 
proper  basis  of  State  taxation. 

The  property  of  railroads  and  canals  may  very  properly  be  liable  to 
county  and  muncipal  taxation,  but  it  is  too  uncertain,  and  frequently 
too  insignificant,  to  be  relied  upon  to  produce  a  proper  revenue  to 
the  State. 

The  rolling  stock  of  a  railroad^  for  instance,  may  be  owned  by  some 
other  company  than  the  one  using  it,  frequently  perhaps  by  a  company 
outside  of  the  State,  the  termini  of  the  road  and  its  principal  depots 
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may  either  be  situated  beyond  the  limits  of  the  State,  or  be  owned  by 
another  company,  and  thus  the  basis  of  State  taxation  be  reduced  to 
the  hed  of  the  road,  the  iron  rails,  the  crossties  and  a  few  insignificant 
way  station-houses.  The  taxation  of  these,  as  an  equivalent  for  an 
important  franchise  granted  by  the  State,  would  be  a  mere  bagatelle. 
The  franchise  granted  and  secured  by  the  power  of  the  State  is  the 
proper  subject  of  State  taxation,  and  this  can  be  best  reached  through 
the  gross  receipts.  A  tax  upon  net  receipts  would  not  answer, 
because  it  would  involve  questions  of  bookkeeping  and  homologation, 
which  would  result  in  constant  trouble  and  litigation,  beside  being 
wrong  in  principle;  from  the  fact  that  it  would  be  giving  aggregations 
of  capital  an  unwarrantable  advantage  over  individual  possessions, 
which  are  liable  to  taxation  whether  producing  profit  or  not.  These 
remarks  apply  to  all  other  corporations  not  purely  and  entirely  of  a 
monetary  nature. 

I  therefore  recommend  the  repeal  of  the  second  section  of  the  Act 
of  1870,  chapter  362,  so  far  as  the  same  relates  to  State  taxation,  and 
the  imposition  by  law  of  a  tax  of  one-half  of  one  per  centum  on  the 
gross  receipts  of  all  Hail  Jload  and  Canal  Companies  in  this  State,  to 
be  paid  by  said  Companies  into  the  State  Treasury,  and  that  provision 
for  its  prompt  collection  be  made  by  law,  said  tax  when  duly  paid  to 
be  in  full  of  all  State  taxes  not  specifically  laid  in  the  acts  of  incor- 
poration of  said  Companies. 

I  also  recommend  that  a  tax  be  laid  on  the  gross  receipts  of  all  in- 
corporated institutions  chartered  by  this  State,  except  Banks  and  Sav- 
ings Institutions,  and  that  the  tax  so  laid  be  in  lieu  of  all  other  State 
taxation - 

It  may  be  objected,  perhaps,  that  some  of  these  Companies  have 
small  clear  profits  and  possibly  some  no  net  revenue  at  all ;  and  that 
such  Companies  should  be  exonerated  from  State  taxation.  In  answer 
to  this  objection,  it  is  only  necessary  to  state  that  investments  in  ordin- 
ary property  are  taxed  in  proportion  t®  their  value  and  possible  cro- 
ductiveness,  and  not  according  to  their  actaal  income,  and  if  iudividual 
enterprise,  in  the  purchase  of  property  and  its  employment,  turns  out 
to  be  unremunerative,  freedom  from  taxation  does  not  by  any  means 
ensue  in  consequence.  As  long  as  the  prrijjc)-^_y  employed  has  value 
and  capability,  it  cannot  escape  its  share  of  public  burdens  ;  capital, 
therefore,  -employed  in  any  enterprise,  should  contribute,  to  some  ex- 
tent, to  the  same  purpose.  Although  the  tax  on  the  gross  receipts  of 
many  of  our  railroads  will  be  very  small,  and  not  very  sensibly  felt  by 
any,  the  aggregate  from  all  will  be  a  very  material  relief  to  the  Trea- 
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sury.  I  shall  present,  to  the  consideration  of  the  General  Assembly, 
an  Act  proposing  such  amendments  and  alterations  of  the  81st  Article 
of  the  Code  of  Public  General  Laws  as  will  be  effective  to  carry  out 
the  suggestions  of  this  Report,  if  the  Legislature  shall  desire  to  adopt 
ihem. 

The  enactment  of  provisions  for  collecting  the  taxes  recommended 
in  this  Eeport,  and  repealing  the  present  Direct  Tax,  will  tend  towards 
the  equalization  of  taxation  in  this  State;  and  as  experience  shall  sug- 
gest improvements  and  alterations  to  the  same  end,  the  legislation  of 
future  years  may  attain  that  object  to  a  more  desirable  extent.  Noth- 
ing, in  my  opinion,  that  the  Legislature  can  now  do,  will  contribute 
more  to  raise  the  hopes  and  spirits  of  the  depressed  and  almost  dis- 
consolate agricultural  interest,  than  the  adoption   of  these  provisions. 

It  has  ordinarily  been  regarded  as  incontrovertible,  that  a  reasona- 
ble amount  of  thrift  and  success,  in  agricultural  pursuits,  is  necessary 
to  the  permanent  prosperity  of  a  State  or  country,  and  I  therefore 
suggest  that  the  railroad  companies  themselves,  as  well  as  the  commer- 
cial community  generally,  are  vitally  interested  in  the  adoption  of  any 
measures  which  will  bring  relief  and  prosperity  to  the  agricultural 
interests. 

Nothing,  in  fact,  remains  but  the  attainment  of  this  end  to  secure 
the  power  and  prosperity  of  the  State. 

If  the  agricultural  community  is  thriffy  and  prosperous,  the  wealth 
of  the  Internal  Improvement  Companies,  and  other  corporations,  will 
be  irresistibly  enhanced,  while  success  in  mercantile  pursuits  and  pro- 
fessional industry  will  become  comparatively  certain  and  easy  of  ac- 
complishment. I  iavoke  a  determination  on  the  part  of  your 
Honorable  Bodies  to  establish  true  economy  in  the  administration  of 
the  government  of  the  State,  and  to  relieve  the  people  from  all  un- 
necessary burdens  and  requirements,  believing,  as  I  do,  that  the  perfec- 
tion of  government  consists  in  its  being  felt  as  little  as  possible,  save 
in  the  exercise  of  its  power  for  tile  promotion  of  good  and  the  sup- 
pression of  evil.
